says the New York Times. He has in- 
timated to the men under him 'hat 
none of the cate which pro-wlod about 
the yard are to be -annoyed or inter-, 
fered with a any way. According to 
the workmen in the yard, this recog- 
nition of the cats is no more than 
their due. The cats c j not cost the ! 
government a cent. They are fed by! 
the men at the diaaer hour, and come | 
tor the scraps of food saves for them 
at the various shops as soon as the 
bell Bounds at noon. In return for this 
they save Uncle Sam tens of thousands 
of dollars yearly by keeplag rats and 
mice away from the sheds and shops. 
Bight years ago there was not a cat to 
be seen anwh-ere about the Brooklyn 
navy yard. The place 
-was overrun 


with rats instead. The officials 
had 


tried all sorts of poisons and traps for 
years in au effort to get rid of the rats; 
but in vain. They seemed to make 
sport oC the traps and to grow- plump 
and sleek on the poisons. The govern- 
ment's outiay in its war on rats is 
said by the officials of the yard 
to 


have been considerable. 
Every year 


almost every dock in the yard needed 
overhauling to repair the places where- 
it had been gnawed by rats, and the 
losses in rigging, spare sails and other 
stores were <?ven greater. About sev- 
en years ago, however, thtj first cat 
•was allowed to enter the yard and tiie 
rats began to leave. Previous to that 
dogs had been brought into the yard 
in the hope that they raigbt b&aisb. tlia 
rats, but. the dogs were no aatch for 
the big and ferocious rats. 
Th-ey usu- 


ally shirked an encounter and when tho 
rats showed fight Sed frora t£e yard 
Jn. terror. The cats, hover-ey, are more 
than a match for the biggest rats, ajxd 
now there are more cats than rats in 
the place. The oldest cats in the yard 
are Toin and Minnie, wh-o do the polic- 
ing of the electrical department. Large 
quantities of oiled silk and other insu- 
lating materials are .fcept there, and 
formerly it was impossible to pressn?* 
It from the rats. Bver since the ar- 
rival of Tom and Minnie, however, tie 
oiled silk is safe from betag

ria, whifth caused a large number of 
deaths among the children in the vicin- 
ity oC Grafton, 111., has heen traced by 
local physicians to -wild rabbits caught 
and eaten by the afflicted families. For 
several -vreeks hunters found largo 
nuzabers oi rabbits dead in the woods. 
and hills around Grafton. Some of the- 
de.-ul animals were brought to the vil- 
lage and an examination by physicians 
revealed the fact that the animals had 
died from diphtheria. 
The discovery 


-was not made, however, Until several, 
days after the epidemic had got a-, 
good foofiiold in the village, and air 
the efforts to get. it under control 
proved futile. 
The authorities now 


think the epidemic -was spread in Graf- 
ton by people eating rabbits brought, 
into the market. Wlule they were ap- 
parently healthy, they had evidently 
been inoculated with diphtheria by the 
d«ad animals.—Leslie's Weekly.

The committee, under the condition 


presented by Auditor Gilbert came 
home satisfied that it would bo. inex- 
pedient to attempt to secure a reduc- 
tion from the local appraisment, and 
confine the argument entirely to an 
attack against the increase attached 
by the state board. The latter was 
a revalation, and tended to give the 
burst to the storm of protest that had 
been brewing since the decennial ap- 
praisers filed their report. Investiga- 
tion was also made into the matter 
that led to the Lima increase, and it 
was discovered that Mr. OsTiamp, of 
the Hamilton county district had been 
the one to- suggest it. -while the mem 
ber from Fremont was the only one 
present of' the tK, to offer h's protest. 
He did 30 because he was acquainted 
with the situation in Lima, and knew 
that the taxpayers were being grossly 
imposed upon. 


The attack upon Mr. Weatgerdes. 


which the Gazette makes so much of 
this morning, was entirely uncalled 
for. and it shows the political intent 
of that paper in casting an aspersion 
upon a olngle member in advertising 
a meeting which interests, so, far- 
as ultimate results are: concerned, 
every tax payer in Lima, regardless of 
the party with which he may be affili- 
ated. 
Mr. Westergades has not only 


heen ill himself, but he has a wife 
and child who have been even more 
seriously so, and he touk occasion, in 
the early stages of his duty to him- 
self and his home, to notify the board 
that it would be impossible for him 
to be present before the 12th.
